Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The primary discussion surrounding the prior art of Matthews was in 
regards to the alkali metal oxide content of the precursor material, in particular the compositions of Matthew's 
comprises 60-20-20 weight percent of silica, alumina, and soda oxides, respectively, and the 20 % soda oxides was 
pointed out by the applicant to represent the alkali metal oxide content of the precursor. The Examiner had interpreted 
the 20 percent to be the weight percent of all the remaining oxides in the soda feldspar, not just the alkali metal oxide. 
Furthermore, the applicant's representatvie pointed out that the soda oxide is the term used to represent all the sodium 
components in the mixture, such as sodium carbonate, sodium silicate, and not just sodium oxide. The other primary 
point made in the interview was concerning the prior art of Matsubara and the combination of Matsubara to Matthews. 
The applicant mentioned the completely different process of Matsubara and how it was not applicable to the process of 
Matthews. Furthermore, the applicant alleges that the alkali metal oxide content of Matsubara forced the method that 
Matsubara employed resulting in the particular microspheres made, with special mention of the diameter of the . 
particles made .
